Under  U\r  fide  of  •■Little  Bolsheviks"  a 
mmiial  haa  been  prepared  lor  the  educational 
UltborUles  la  Sorlei  Ruwla.  ptibUdMd  by  the 
State  Iducatlonal  Publishing  House  Leningrad. 
•114  bmrlni  the  date  1932.  It  is  a  succesalon  of 
^■^f  I—  prtetad  In  KnflUh  for  translation  Into 
Xoailan  with  lists  of  words  and  questions.  It  Is 
propaganda  in  a  vicious  form  purporting  to 
tfMerlbt  Industrial  conditions  In  "capitalist" 
rdiintrtoi,  pMtkttlarly  Britain.  One  of  the  ex- 
ercisee,  Md  auMt  of  them  are  Mbrlcated  from 
HMoee  of  tnlmMt.    m  loilemi: 

"We  ROt  lettM^I  from  America,  Enphuid  and 
Other  capltalltl  eountrles  that  tell  us  about  child 
lebor  there.  how.ehUdren  most  work  from  twehre 
to  flftf'on  hours  a  day  In  factories  and  mines. 
The  laws  do  not  protect  workers'  children  In 
eftpltallit  oonntrtei.  Their  ivdA  is  hard  and 
they  hate  It.  These  children  cannot  go  to  school, 
they  have  no  time  to  read,  they  have  no  time  to 
t^ik  eeen.  Work  from  morning  to  night— go 
home  to  .sleep— and  the  next  day  again  work 
from  morning  until  night!  The  capitalists  Hnd 
this  system  very  useful,  for  child  labor  l.s  cheap 
and  makes  the  capitalist  rich.  So  the  capitalists 
enslave  the  workers  and  their  children." 

Yet  anoth'  r  symposium  of  wholesale  lyinn  is 
illustrated  In  Exercise  No.  5,  which  li  entitled. 
"At  Private  Shops,"  as  follows: 

"I  live  In  Liverpool.  I  am  the  daughter  of  a 
textile  worker.  I  am  fourteen  years  old.  1  work 
at  a  shoemaker's.  I  begin  work  at  7  o'clock  «jn. 
So  I  must  get  up  at  a  quarter  to  .six.  At  five  or 
six  minutes  to  seven  I  come  to  the  shop.  I  must 
end  my  work  at  7  p.m..  but  very  often  I  stay  in 
the  shop  until  half  past  seven  or  even  later.  I 
get  no  wages,  but  I  hate  much  work  and  I  get 
rery  tired.  This  Is  the  atxth  month  that  I  am 

workluK  hero  without  mOfMy.  but  I  mii.st  Ro  on 
working  like  this,  becawe  dhlldrcn  must  work 
not  lees  than  one  or  two  tmts  before  the  master 

bcKln.s  to  pay  them  any  wages  My  friend,  a 
girl  of  fifteen,  is  a  help  at  the  baker's.  Her 
worklnff  day  aleo  beglas  at  7  am.  Her  mistress 
beats  her  often  and  says  she  must  work  more. 
If  she  Is  five  minutes  late  she  must  pay  a  flne  of 
■bcpenee,  and  she  must  pay  it  though  she  does 
not  receive  any  wages.  Now  my  friend  and  I 
are  members  of  the  pioneer  group.  We  must 
keep  this  a  secret.  Our  masten  do  not  Mfee 
pioneers." 

Yet  another  lesson,  No.  6,  begins: 

**In  England  and  Its  colpnles  children  begin 
to  work  In  mines  wh*  they  reach  twelve  years. 
At  first  they  sort  out  coal.  They  must  stand  all 
the  time  while  working.  Their  working  day  is 
eight  hours  tong.  When  they  reach  thirteen  or 
fourteen  years  they  go  down  into  the  pits. 
dreds  of  chUdren  peiWi  te  the  aoddeata  to  the 
mines  each  year." 

These  and  similar  ties  and  promulgated  in  the 
schools  of  Russia.  Britain  always  being  represent- 
ed as  the  arch-enemy.  Just  as  It  was  during  the 
period  of  the  French  RevolutloM.  Any  stick  Is 
good  enouRh  for  Soviet,  propaganda  to  beat 
Britain  with,  and  It  would  seem  that  the  same 
gall  and  wormwood  that  has  entered  Into  the 
soul  of  Ru.ssla's  mtitOra  Is  operating  In  the  hearts 
of  those  everywhere  who  espouse  the  Bolshevik 
cause  and  rush  to  Its  defence  on  ev^ry  possible 
occasion.  All  thl.s.  however,  is  a  tribute  to  Brit- 
ain and  recalls  Lord  Macaulay's  summing  up  of 
the  attitude  of  Barere,  the  French  revolutionary : 

"Ignorant,  however,  as  Bar^rf  was.  he  knew 
enough  ol  us  to  hate  us;  and  wc  ptrsuade  our- 
selves that  had  he  known  us  better  he  would 
have  hated  us  more  The  nation  which  has 
combined  beyond  all  hope  the  blessings  of  liberty 
with  thoee  of  order  might  well  be  an  object  of 
aversion  to  one  who  had  been  false  alike  to  the 
cause  of  order  and  to  the  cause  of  liberty.  We 
th«retore  like  his  invectives  much  better  than 
anything  else  that  he  has  written;  and  dwell  on 
them  not  merely  with  complacency,  but  with  a 
feeling  akin  to  gratitude  .  .  .  The  one  small 
service  which  he  could  render  to  England  was 
to  hate  her;  and  such  as  be  was  may  «fl  «lio 
hato  her  be." 


"THE  WRITINQ  WAY" 


Most  treatises  upon  the  art  of  writing  are 
stereotyped  and  advocate  a  formality  that  If 
followed  to  the  letter  may  lead  to  stilted  com- 
position. It  Is  a  difficult  matter  to  teach  anyone 
to  write  well  by  the  medium  of  a  textbook.  Wrlt- 
int  la  an  attractive  way.  in  a  manner  which 
compels  the  attention  of  readers  and  with  » 
personal  style.  Is  largely  a  question  of  self-edu- 
ftatlon.  of  reading  intelligently  and  deriving 
knowledge  from  the  best  books,  as  well  as  con- 
stantly indulging  In  thought  as  to  how  sentences 
Aovld  be  eonstructed  and  dovetailed.  It  is,  too, 
a  question  of  frequently  replenishing  the  mind 
with  new  reservoirs  of  Information.  Books 
which  purport  to  teach  people  how  to  earn  their 
living  by  writing  might  as  well  be  consigned  to  a 
bonfire.  The  would-be  Journalist  or  author 
finds  them  of  little  value. 

A  publication  somewhat  different  to  the  ordi- 
nary style  df  textbook  on  wrtttng  Is  "It^  Writ- 
ing Way.'  In  John  Steek.sina  He  deal.s  with 
Ideas,  with  the  development  of  the  mind  In  writ- 
ing and  with  the  wooing  of  that  Inspiration 
which  Is  essential  to  .sncce.s.s  He  treats  of  style, 
as  well,  and  this  he  believes  has  a  tiireefold 
origin,  namely,  that  it  Is  In  the  soul  of  Ihe  writer 

and  that  It  Is  also  In  hl.s  writlng.s,  and  that  ju!»t 
as  sorely  it  is  in  the  soul  of  the  reader.  Mr. 
Steeknoa  does  not  bdlere  that  any  writer  eotild 
ever  be  conscious  of  his  own  ."ttylc  in  its  eotistty. 
He  Is  conscious,  of  course,  of  the  actual  farms 
his  thoughts  have  taken,  bat  he  does  not  know 

J,,,..  I.I  V  ,y  of  putting  them  into  words  will 
affect  anoUier  mind.  This  situation,  says  Mr. 
(UMiHBia.  Is  not  siBgvhur.  Ktfbody  can  hear  his 
MMttolce  as  others  hear  It,  and  nobody  has  ever 
seen,  or  ever  will  see,  his  own  face  as  others 
see  It. 

Mr,  Steeksmn  dnnhts  if  any  writer  ran  read 
his  own  book  objectively,  as  for  a  writer  to  be

that,  of  course,  U  impossible  The  genuine. 
preAMUaad  wrttof,  ptofesskmal  or  not,  is  never, 
and  could  n?ver  be  a  m.^re  wei!der  of  the  pen." 
Such  a  writer,  Mr.  Steeksma  says,  "Is  worlds 
away  from  betaig  a  mere  entertainer  with  the 
pen  "  He  Is  (uie  who  having  come  to  grips  with 
himself  and  the  cymmon  enemy,  and  having 
eatea  of  the  fruit  of  the  tree  of  universal  knowl- 
edKe,  "  has  prepared  himself  for  flying  far  away 
fioni  the  liome  tree."  He  has  left  belnd  the  par 
tlcular  egocentric  person  lie  used  to  be  and  is 
on  his  way  to  becoming  a  "general  person."  He 
is  one  of  ths  advance  guard  of  the  present  who 
sees,  and  ftili^aad  think.i,  and  imu^iiK-.-^  and  i.s 
moved  to  express.  Tiie  predestined  writer 
teaches,  preaches  and  propheslee.  and  does  it 
all  In  fultilment  of  an  Inner  necessity.  He  washes 
the  light  within  to  shine  for  others,  to  be  com- 
municated to  them  through  his  art.  Here  is 
what  Mr.  9teek£nui  .say.s  of  such 

"Life,  be  cries  in  elle9t,  is  UagicaUy  short. 
Up.  then,  and  hre  It  In  He  depth  and  foUaess 
Nourish  your  etnotional  bein^  and  let  it  find 
natural  expression  within  the  bounds  of  reason.

The  tnskUous  cocktail  as  an  aperitif  has 

never  wholly  displaced  sherry  In  Britain.  The 
rule  of  sherry  was  temporarily  deranged,  but  it 
is  again  regaining  Its  own.  Information  to  this 
efTcct  was  presented  at  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Vintners'  Company.  The  British  taste  for  sherry 
was  cultivated  during  centtirles.  The  London 
Times  says  that  when  Sir  Francis  Drake  fell  upon 
Cadiz  in  1587  "he  did  something  better  than 
singe  King  Philip's  beard:  he  raided  the  royal 
cellar,  and  brought  back  nearly  3,000  butts  of 
Xeres  wine."  It  was  during  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury that  the  taste  for  sherry  reached  its  hlRhest 
pitch  of  popularity  in  Britain;  it  then  found  its 
place  a.s  the  hardiest  and  most  enduring  of  all 
winci!.  "It  needs  not,"  says  The  Times,  "to  be 
coddled  and  nursed  in  a  cellar;  rather  is  It  at  Its 
best  after  It  has  gone  bowling  round  the  world 
hi  the^  how  of  a  clipper  ship  The  hardihood  of 
sherry  has  enabled  it  to  stand  out  as  the  cham- 
pion of  the  old  world  against  the  predatory  or 
contemptuous  Inroads  of  tl.e  new." 

Sherry  has  been  In  a  state  of  siege  since  the 
Introduction  of  the  cocktalL  It  has  withstood 
the  Investment  of  that^  eoaeoetlon  aad  to  regain- 
ing Its  own,  for  the  garrison  who  held  the  fort 
for  pure  liquor  has  been  fighting  a  good  deal 
more  than  a  forlorn  hope.  The  cocktail,  in  Brit- 
ain at  least,  has  been  defeated,  and  by  the  sur- 
vival of  sherry  the  eavee  of  good  wine  has  been 
won.  There  Is  now  a  Wine  and  Food  Society  In 
London  and  its  very  formation  shows  that  there 
can  be  no  eocktaU-domfaiated  environment  there. 
•"The  fruits  of  the  cocktail  "  .says  The  Times,  "are 
a  dulled  palate  and  an  impaired  digestion, 
against  which  twin  cures  cook  and  vintner 
weave  their  spells  In  vain.  It  Is  the  honorable 
ofUce  of  sherry  to  prepare  the  day.  In  decency 
and  honor,  for  the  advent  of  wines  nobler  than 
Itself;  and  apalnst  the  background  of  those  wines 
the  gracious  art  of  cookery  may  display  itself  for 
ama's  delight.  That  thU  art,  whose  neglect  in 
England  has  been  a  constant  reproach  to  us, 
may  be  restored  to  Its  proper  enlnence,  is  the 
object  of  the  new  society,  which  must  surely  be 
f  oroMd  with  the  blessing  of  St.  Martto."

The  kind  of  government  Mussolini 
has  given  Italy  would  not  suit  us  at 
all,  but  It  appears  to  be  the  ma-^t 
effective  form  of  government  for 
Italians,  tedtvldual  freedom  and 
personal  Independence  appear  to 
be  of  no  consequence  to  the  people 
Mussolini  eerves.  Ths  pseple  of  the 
British  Empire  .set  considerable 
store  on  the  franchise  and  the  right 
to  detemdne  who  shall  administer 
their  affairs  The  people  of  Italy 
do  not  care  a  fig  for  parllamentc  or 
repTMsntatlve  instttotlons.  The 
people  of  the  British  Empire  would 
not  consent  to  be  "regimented" 
without  a  protest,  peealbly  without 
a  fight.  It  is  true  the  Socialists  of 
Oreat  Britain  say  they  will  abolish 
Parliament  as  soon  as  they  have 
ths  power  and  govern  the  couatnr 
permanently  on  the  basts  of  dic- 
tatorship by  the  proletariat.  But  if 
an  iMue  of  that  kind  should  ever  be 
"put  to  the  touch"  there  is  bound 
to  be  trouble  for  the  dictators.  The 
Oermaas  and  the  Italians  may  do 
what  they  are  told  to  do  by  their 
masters,  but  the  British  people 
never  have  and  never  wMl  submit 
to  arbitrary  measures.

81r,— Your  editorial  under  the 
above  caption  In  today  s  Issue  of 
The  Colonist  should  be  pondered 
carefully  by  tboss  who,  m  response 
to  popular  damar.  woidd  attempt 
to  reUeve  the  prosHit  eoonomlc 
stress  by  the  very  OMthod  In  which 
It  was  Incurred,  on  the  principle 
presumably  of  curing  the  bite  with 
the  hair  of  the  dog  that  Inflicted  It. 

If  there  l.s  a  major  cause  for  our 
pre.sent  predicament.  It  is  none 
other  than  the  burden  of  debt  we 
Incurred  in  the  i>a.st  While  it  was 
being  spent  we  enjoyed  what  we 
thought  wa.s  prosperity,  little  think- 
ing that  the  day  of  reckoning  would 
shortly  oome.

Is  none  other 
than  the  present  moment,  the  oaily 
remedy  (sic)  we  can  think  of  Is  a 
repetition  of  the  pernicious  process.
